Peking, March 28.—Reports that the 


Chinese court has definitely rejected 
the Manchurlan convention are acquir- 
ing great consistency, and the extwrne 
reticence <.f Li Hung Chang's yamen 
points in the same direction. 


The Yang-tse valley is again, as last 


summer, proving the center of tbe sta- 
bility of China. The action of the Wu- 
chang and Xankin viceroys is carry- 
Ing the whole of the central and south- 
era provinces with it. The movement 
against Russia and in favor of aa ap- 
peal to the concert of powers is gain- 
ing such strength and breadth that, 
whatever disposition exists at Singan- 
f u, the Chinese court may consider es- 
tranging Russia a lesser evil than 
jeopardizing the authority of the throne 
and perhaps even the existence of the 
dynasty. 


The bodies of six American, marines 


who were killed during the siege of the 
legations and buried in the Russian le- 
gation were removed yesterday for 
shipment to the United States. In addi- 
tion to the American troops in Peking 
the Monocacy, Commander F. M. Wise, 
sent a detachment of marines to be 
present at the disluterment. 


The courtesy of the Russians deeply 


moved all the Americans. Two Russian 
companies participated in all the cere- 
monies. The Russians guarded the dis- 
interred bodies all night and rendered 
all the Russian military honors to the 
dead. 


General Chaffee wrote to XI. de Glera 


an expression of his feelings and of the 
feelings of the officers and men of the 
entire command. 


M. de Giers, referring to the incident, 


said: 


"It was only natural. The Russians 


and Americans fought side by side dur- 
ing the siege and were virtually broth- 
ers." 


It is recalled that in tho case of an 


American marine who had done duty 
beside a Russian soldier and was bur- 
ied without a coffin the Russian, with 
the tears streaming down his face, 
leaped into the grave and arranged the 
earth as a rest for the head. Those 
who were present say it was a most 
affecting scene.

Firstly, the zebra is striped because it 


is to his interest to be conspicuous. Sec- 
ondly, be is striped because it is to hi) 
interest to be invisible. 


Strangely enough, not only are both 


these statements strictly true, but one 
may farther say that no other kind of 
coloration would protect the zebra so 
well. During the daytime zebras usually 
graze in small herds among the stunted 
trees and bushes of the African uplands. 
They do not place sentinels to watch 
against their foes, like the wild sheep and 
tbe chamois, because usually there is no 
commanding spot available where a sen- 
tlael could overlook the surrounding 
country. 


Thejr method consists in each member

"Capture Aguinaldo and the insur- 


rection will oud" has been the repeated 
advice to President McKinley from the 
military authorities of Manila. The in- 
surgent leader is just 32 years old. He 
was born at Cavite, Viego, of well to 
do parents and educated in Europe. 


His enemies declare that, like all 


TtiRnlogs, his hatred for the Spanish 
had its Inception In a love affair. It is 
siiid that when scarcely 22 years of age 
he was to marry a meslize girl of Ca- 
vite who was then studying in a con- 
vent there. Aguinaldo induced the girl 
to fly with him agiiinst the wishes of 
tho monks. 


Together they fled to Mindanao, 


where they were eaptmed by officers of 
the governmrnt. Agulnaldo was taken 
back to Manila in chains, and the girl 
wns relumed to tbe convent. Aguinal- 
do was sentenced to serve one year's 
imprisonment on a charge of abduction 
and while in prison planned to revenge 
himself on the Spanish.

! Fuuston went to Cuba as a corre-

He was given a com- 
mission in the Cuban army, rose from 
captain to colonel and was finally plac- 


• ed in command of all the Cuban artil- 
: lery. Me was wounded by a piece of a 
shell which shattered his arm. A Mau- 
s-er bullet went through his lung and 
cai£e out through his back. A fall 
from liis horse injured his hip. 


Weakened by his injuries, Funston 


n-turned to the United States. He was 
out of money and decided to lecture on 
Cuba to the people of Kansas. He was 
obliged to lean on a cane while deliver- 
ing his lectures. 


About this time Funston was ap- 


pointed colonel of the Twentieth Kau- 
sas volunteers. The Kansans arrived 
at Manila late in November, 1893, and 
were assigned to outpost duty on the 
extreme left* of the city. The regiment 
saw its first shooting at the time of the 
clash with the Filipinos on Feb. 4, 
1899, and for 106 days was on the firing 
line. 


Funston, at the head of his troops, 


was the first to enter Aguinaldo's capi- 
tal of Malolos. He also led his ineu in 
swimming a river under fire and per- 
formed many other heroic exploits. He 
was rewarded with a commission as 
brigadier general of volunteers. 


Charges that Metcalf, who succeeded 


Funston as colonel, had shot a prisoner 
at the battle of Caloocan and had been 
shielded by Funston were made and 
denied. There was some talk of Fun- 
ston being nominated for governor by 
•the Kansas Republicans, but he prefer- 
red \o remain In the army. The people 
of Kansas presented him with a sword 
made by Tiffany that cost $1,000.

Baler, near which place he wa§ finally 
caught, was where Lieutenant .1. C. 
Gillmore and 14 men of the gunboat 
Torktown were captured by the Filipi- 
nos and held for a long time. 


Aguinaldo's wife and sister and the 


sisters of Colonel Leyba were captured 
on Jan. 1 of last year at Talabiu, prov- 
ince of Boiitoc, by Major March of the 
Twenty-third volunteers. Four rebel 
officers, 18 of thSTr rheH and one Amer- 
ican surrendered with the women. His 
mother was also captured. 
One son 


died during the flight of tbe family be- 
foie the American troops. The women 
of the family suffered much during 
this flight and were really fortunate in 
falling into American bands. They 
have been well treated in Manila.

I am lired when 
I begin, but I do not think of it any 
more than I can help. 


At the noon hour I go to dinner. 


Factory girls do not have luncheon. 
When I go to dinner I also help wait 
upon others and do a few chores, after 
which I hurry back to the factory. It 
is hurry, hurry, hurry. 


At 0 o'clock the day's work at the 


factory is over and, weary enough, I 
go back to tbe boarding house. 


After supper the dishes are to wash 


and put away, and some work is done 
to make ready for breakfast. 


One morning in tbe week I get up 


before 5 o'clock and do my laundry 
bf-fore breakfast, for a factory girl 
who works for ?2.50 a week must 
wash and Jfon her own clothes. There 
is just one thing in tbis which helps 
to lighten tbe burden—a factory girl 
does not have many clothes, so the 
\vashing is light. I do my ironing in 
the evening after supper. I do my 
patching whenever I can. When Sun- 
day conies I am almost too tired to go 
to church. I wonder why gome kind 
hearted church people do not send us 
a preacher to the boarding house once 
a month and some music. 


I have never been to a theater but 


once in four years. I ba.ve but one 
dress in which to appear when I go 
Oulrb'n Sunday for a walk. I have had 
it four years. A factory girl's dress 
costs about 4 cents a yard, her stock- 
ings 10 cents, her shoes 50 cents or 
less. I have no gloves but a pair of 
mittens. Whatever we wear is out of 
style. That is why we -wear bargains. 
Everything a factory girl wears comes 
from a bargain counter. It took me 
nearly six months to save up $3, with 
which I have got a jacket My hat 
costlo cents, and I have another which 
I wear on Sunday. It cost me $1. 


I have about 60 cents a week on 


which to dress myself after 1 have 
paid for actual necessities. 


The room where I sleep, sew aud 


sometimes read has several beds in it. 
Two of us sleep in one bed. In an- 
other there are three. 


Do I ever think of having a home 


for myself? Sometimes *the tttought 
comes to me. but I put it away. What 
chance is there for a factory girl ever 
to get a home?—Annie Smith In Kew 
York World.

Another Knockout, 


Union labor in New Haven got a set- 


back by an opinion given to the board 
of education by the corporation coun- 
sel, A. Heaton Robertson. 
Recently 


the, court of common council, composed 
oC the aldermen and councilmen of the 
city, passed a resolution ordering that 
all contracts hereafter issued by the 
board of education should contaiu 
clauses that only union workmen in 
good standing be hired on such con- 
tracts. 


The board of education* asked the 


corporation icounsel If such contracts 
would be lejgal, aud he reported they 
would not on the ground that such a 
clause wouAd be unconstitutional, be- 
cause it wt>fild prevent competition in 
bidding anid would tend to create and 
recognize a privileged class. Such 
contracts, "would be void beyond ques- 
tion, he steys. The corporation counsel 
concludes: 


"But eren If there was no such pro 


vision in the city charter the power to 
discriminate In favor of union labor, 
either by the court of common council 
or the board of education, is beyond 
the authority; or scope of either board 
whether actfng together or separately 
because it Interferes with the discre- 
tionary; power which is vested in the

iVhen an office averages about $10 a 
month, then it becomes a money order 


ftice, and while its .revenue toward the 
postmaster's pay is not perceptibly in- 
reascii by this addition his bond and re- 
ipunsibility are. Some years ago a fourth 
rlass .postmaster was allowed a percent- 
age on all stamps he sold above the can- 
:-e!Iation, but it was found that he hus- 
led around and offered inducements and 
i share of the proceeds to those who 
ivould buy many stamps from him, and 
he department shut down on this. Xow 
f he sells $2 worth of stamps a day, but 
only cancels on letters 10 cents' worth, 10 
cents is all he gets for that day's work. 
The remainder of the $2 at the end of 
the quarter goes to the department. 


The fourth class postmaster is brought 
n closer relationship with his patrons 
than the postmaster of a salaried office, 
and trials and tribulations are about the 
extent of his pay fair this. He is expect- 
ed to be ready for a social chat with 
them, to answer all questions, to write 
many letters for those who cannot write 
or have left spectacles at home, to ad- 
vise them as to the best papers or maga- 
zines for which to subscribe, and so on 
and so on. Besides this be is to blame 
for all the mail lost or delayed. There 
are always one or more women who ac- 
cuse him of opening their letters, and 
then there is the pompous citizen who is 
very certain that he is careless with his 
particular mail. 


In the majority of these offices strict- 


ness is the rule. The fourth class post- 
master is called to task for neglect of 
tho slightest duty, the same as though 
the government was paying him a good 
salaty for his work. But in very small 
othces I have heard of postmasters who 
have it all their own way. The office is 
too small for a new postmaster to be 
easily found if the old one is turned out, 
the patrons will not allow it to be dis- 
continued, and so the postal authorities 
turn away nonplused and leave him to 
his own devices. I heaid of one postmas- 
ter of this kind who slrut up bis office to 
attend anything he felt was worth while 
attending. 
He would go off a dozen 


miles to a show, a prizefight or the coun- 
ty fair and sometimes stay two or three 
days, and there was no getting in his 
office either to get your mail or deposit 
letters until he came back. 


Another case was where, time and 


again, the department had been made 
aware of gross irregularities in the man- 
agement of one office away in the wilda 
somewhere. 
At last an inspector was 


ordered out to look up the matter. 


At the wayside station nearest this 


postoffice the inspector learned that it 
«as kept by an old mountaineer named 
Saunders, who owned everything in sight 
around it, and on this account could 
hold the office against all applicants. 
The inspector was forced to wend his 
way afoot to the place. Its general wild- 
ness caused a slight feeling of apprehen- 
sion in his mind, and he approached it 
with some stealth, taking an inventory of 
it from behind a tree. The office was a 
rough pine structure, in front of which 
sat a man as rough looking as the shanty 
tilted back in a splint bottomed chair 
placidly smoking a pipe. 
Presently he 


laid his pipe down and, pushing his hat 
back from his eyes, peered over in some 
bushes beyond the office, calling out as 
he peered: "1 see you, Jim Larkin. You 
needn't come sneakin aroun' here. I've 
tole an tole you thet you can't hev no 
mail as long as you owe me for them 
utters you bought las' fall.

States than here he only exclaims, 
"Poor devils!" He believes they do 
not achieve this result of their own 
gooil will. In fact, the Briton has a 
body of direct statement to fall back 
upon from comrades who have been iu 
America and claim to speak of what 
they have seen and felt. 


Xow, in all this he may be wrong or 


partly wrong, but certain it is that be- 
fore the British worker consents to 
work at such pressure as uses him up 
by the age of 35 many other expedients 
will have to be tried. At this moment 
the cotton mill operatives in a certain 
town are appealing to their employers 
through their trade organizations to 
close the factories at 1 o'clock on, Sat- 
urday afternoons instead of 2 o'clock, 
and, 
though it is denied, still there is 


good ground for believing that one of 
the chief reasons for the demand is 
that the best places in the grounds for 
the famous football matches are all 
occupied in advance by the workers 
at other trades who are freed at 1 
o'clock. 
This illustrates one of the 


most striking and most persistent traits 
of the British workman, his love of 
sport and recreation. It has attained 
to such a point that now he claims 
recognition for its exercise as a right. 
He will not consent to be a Workman 
and nothing else. 


Also very notable as a sign of the 


growing consideration for all labor in 
this country is the motion made in the 
house of lords by the lord chief justice 
of liis Intention to ask tbe house to in- 
quire into the number of hours which 
the shop assistants work. Iu this mat- 
ter of pressure by overseers and hnrd 
driving by masters the intelligent Brit- 
ish workman acquainted with the con- 
ditions on both sides of the Atlantic 
undoubtedly considers the Auicricau on 
a lower level of liberty than himself. 
That may not sound well in the ears 
of a people who have been taught that 
In energy and intelligence tuey are 
bound to dominate tbe world, but nev- 
ertheless the Briton considers that en- 
ergy exerted beyond the limit of will- 
ingness and bumrji capacity based in 
the duration of lllu is a confession of 
slavery, and undoubtedly the trades 
unions In this country have succeeded 
In establishing, not by express order, 
but by a common understanding among 
the workmen of most various pursuits, 
a standard of output which uo new- 
comer can afford in the end to over- 
pass. 


The overdriving of the operative In 


America, the banding together of em- 
ployers to crush out trade unions aud 
the force of legal authority and powot 
which can be brought to bear upon 
strikers 
and 
discontented workers 


must eventually bring about a social 
revclution in tbe United States; so say 
the best instructed British workmen, 
to whom the America of the forties 
and fifties is no longer "the laud of 
the free." The Immigration statistics 
of the United States, taken in conjunc- 
tion with these observations, are held 
to be very eloquent. The British con- 
tribution of souls decreases, and if thv.- 
contribution of goods declines a little 
also that Is a question of tariffs, tho 
operation of which also profoundly af- 
t'ccts the American and British ways 
of regarding trade aud its movements. 
If to the ever growing preoccupatiou 
of a mighty empire Britain were to 
add protective tariffs with their com- 
plications. Bucb as those now affecting 
the United States and Russia, heaven 
only knows how she should get through 
the dny's work. From that oppression 
free trade liberates her, and the Briton 
believes and fears that the peaceful 
development of the United States may 
yet call for a simpler tariff on her part
